| PER of your towne of Scarburgh, inthe cofitie of Yozke, that 
Ch FW Y where of olde antiquitee, as wel the inhabitantes & dwel⸗ 
lers within your ated towne, as all other both pour gra- 
cis ſubiectes & ſttaungers, hauyng any entercourſe, paſ= 
yng oz repaſſpng from any pozt oz hauen ofthis realme ot Englande, oz

fo:ce, wherby the people gathereth heart and pꝛeſumpcion to do euil, and 
not to haue ſuche reuerence to your mooſt godly Iniunctions and pꝛoce⸗ 
dinges, as becommeth them.

The pꝛelates and clergie of the pzoutnce of Canturburie( pour high 
neſſe moſte humble and moſte bounden dately ozatours)confideryng and 
weyghyng thineſtinable coſte and charges, whiche your moſte rotall ma⸗ 
teſtee ot long ſeaſon hath ſuſteyned, and continually ſuſteyneth, karre cr- 
ceding the expenſes of any your noble pꝛogenitours by ſundꝛy occaſtons, 
and amonges other by reaſon of the moſt weightie affaires of out war⸗ 
res, in maynteynyng of your great puiſſant and mightie armies, both in 
Scotland and Fraunce, by land and by ſeas, foz the defence and publyke 
welthe ofthis your realme, and other your doinintons.Conſyderyng al- 
ſo how that in ſuche vrgent neceſſitees and occalions, it is moſte conuent- 
ent, that all membzes doo ſuffre and beare with their naturall heade, by 
whome the wholle bodpe is gouerned ſtated directed and pzeſerued, and

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ſpecially ſuche membꝛes as by the ſame head receiuc moſt benekite and re⸗ 
liefe. Wee therfoze pour obed:ent clergie both aknowlage our molt boy

wherok not withſtandyng, we the people ofthis his realme, haue fo: the 
moſte parte of vs,ſolyued vnder his mateſtees ſure pꝛotection, and dooc 
yet lo lyue out of all feateand daunger,as it there were no warreat all,c- 
uen as the ſmalle fiſhes of the ſea, in the moſte tempeſtuous and ſtozmie 
weather do lie quietly vnder the rocke oz banke [yde, and ate not moued 
with the ſourges of the water, noꝛ ſtirred out of their quiette place, howe 
ſo euer the wynde bloweth: we can not foz our moſt bounden dutttes, but 
knowlageaud cofecſle our ſelues to haue and eniope bnder his highneſle, 
and by his moſte graciouſe and godly regiment, all that euer we haue in 
this wozlde, rendꝛyng bnto his mateſtee next god our moſte humble and 
tmmoztall thankes, with our moſte humble ſute and lowly pzaicr on our 
knees, that it mate pleaſe the ſaine to perſeuer in ſtudiyng and caryng fo? 
bs, who beyng left to our ſelues, are not ableto continue one date in lyche 
ſozte as his highneſſe hath pꝛeſerued vs almoſte theſe fozty yeres. Ind al 
be it we haue nothyng woozthy wherewithall to recompence any patte of 
his maieſties infinite goodneſſe, ſundzie ways heretofoze declared to war⸗ 
des vs, pet to ſhewe out ſelfes mindfull of our moſt bounden dueties to⸗ 
wardes his maieſtee, our moſte gracious and dꝛad ſoueraigne loꝛde: and 
likewyſe in conſidiracion ot his maieſties moꝛe than fatherly affection to - 
wardes vs his gracis pooze ſubtectes, hathe not hitherto fo2 the ſuretie 
and defence of vs, our wyues and child2en, eyther ſpared, to employ his 


moſte rotaU perſon; oꝛ to conſume his owne —_—_ and * we 
aue 
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haue conlulted together and determined, koz a remembzaunce and decla- 
racion of our good willes and thankefull myndes againe towardes his 
maieſtee, to beleche his mateſtee moſt humbly, to accepte and graciouſely 
to receiue at our handes the ſimple token 02 gyfte, whiche we do herewith 

ꝛeſent to his mateſtee in wzytyng freely with one —9 —— cut 
ſame, moſt humbly beſechyng his maieſtee to accepte the lame, as a pooze 
token dk our true and feithefull hertes to wardes hym, as it pleaſed the 
great kyng Alexander to receiue thankefally a cuppe of water ofa pooze 
wan by the high wate ſyde: And that this our graunt herein mate be rati⸗ 
ficd and confitmed by his mateſttes royal aſfent, ſo to be enacted and au- 
ctoʒiſed by vertue of this pꝛeſent patliament, as in ſuche caſes heretofoze 
hath ben accuſtomed.
